THE AMENDED TARIFF BILL. 


The labors of the Senate Finance 
Committee on the McKinley tariff bill 
have finally been completed, so far as 
amending and passing upon the sched- 
ules is concerned, but the report which 
was expected has not been made. A 
statement is promised, however, which 
will show the effects of the provisions 
of the bill upon the receipts of cus- 
toms, as compared with the receipts 
under the present law and those esti- 
mated under the bill as passed by the 
House. Among the changes made by 
the Finance Committee is a reduction 
in the duty on tannic acid to fifty 
cents per pound; logwood, hemlock 


= and other bark dyes, to three-quarters 


of one cent per pound; crude glycerine 
to one and one-half cent per pound; 
alizarine assistant, containing less 


8 than fifty per cent. of castor oil, to 


fifteen cents per gallon; flaxseed and 
poppy seed oils, to twenty-seven cents 
per gallon; opium, prepared for 
smoking, and low test, increased to 
twelve dollars per pound; unmanu- 
factured barytes, reduced to one dol- 
lar per ton, and manufactured to five 
dollars per ton; white acetate of lead, 
increased to five and one-half cents, 
and brown to three and one-half cents 
per pound; hydrate of potash, reduced 
to one cent per pound; sulphates of 
soda and potash, changed to twenty 
per cent. ad valorem; brimstone is 
placed on the free list, as are also 
muriatic and sulphuric acids; pepper- 
mint oil changed to twenty-five per 
cont. ad valorem; cork bark is re- 
duced to five cents per pound, and 
manufactured corks to seven and one- 
half cents per pouud; gypsnm is made 
dutiable at one dollar per ton, and 
degras oil or grease one cent per 
pound. 

For convenient comparison we have 
prepared a table showing the present 
duty, that provided in the McKinley 
bill as it was passed by the House, and 
the changes made by the Senate 
Finance Committee, which will be 
found on another page. It is claimed 
that the schedules as amended differ 
in no important particular from the 
bill known as the Senate bill, and re 
ported to the Senate by the Finance 
Committee two years ago. As it was 
shown that the Senate bill of 1888 was 
unsatisfactory to the people, and 
especially so to the commercial and 
manufacturing interests of the coun- 
try, the present amended bill cannot 
be regarded as a creditable result of 
the deliberations of the committee. 
Debate on the bill in the Senate will 
probably begin within a week, and as 
amendments are already being pre 
pared we may look for a protracted 
struggle. Owing to differences in the 
views of some of the party leaders the 
prospects for the final passage of a 
tariff bill during the present session of 
Congress have not improved, and the 
agony may be continned over into 
next year.

COMMERCIAL RECIPROCITY. 


Accompanying the report of the Pan 
American Congress, Secretary Blaine 
sends a letter indorsing the recommen- 
dations of the Congress upon Customs 
Union. The recommendation is that 
the several governments represented 
negotiate reciprocity treaties ‘upon 
such a basis as would be acceptable in 
each case, taking into consideration 
the special situation, conditions and 
interests of each country, and witha 
view to promote their common wel- 
fare.” At present nearly all the arti- 
cles we export to the South American 
statesare subjected to heavy customs 
taxes, in some instances so heavy as to 
be prohibitive, while seven-eighths of 
our imports from these states are ad- 
mitted here free of duty. Reciprocity 
treaties such as proposed would, there- 
fore, greatly benefit the United States, 
resulting in increased exports of our 
various products and manufactures. 
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The Secretary appears to favor an 
amendment tothe pending tariff bill 
authorizing the President to declare 
the ports of the United States free to 
all the products of any nation of the 
American hemisphere upon which no 
export duties are imposed, and so long 
as such nation admits to its ports free 
of all duties our products and manu- 
factures. This he suggests as a more 
‘speedy way of accomplishing the same 
result, and asa mode of testing the ef- 
fects of commercial reciprocity it 
doubtless has its advantages. While 
this attitude of the Secretary of State 
may be regarded as a departure from 
his well known tenets on the sub- 
ject of tariff, there are few, very few, 
who will not commend this action, It 
is to be hoped that the recommenda- 
tions will be adopted, but it is feared 
that the provisions of the tariff bill 
now before Congress will be inimical 
to the success of the proposed com- 
mercial reciprocity. Very little may 
beexpected in the way of changes in 
the schedules of the McKinley bill, 
which are being constructed for politi- 
cal effect. It may be,however, that no 
tariff law will be enacted during the 
present session, in which case the pro- 
posed reciprocity treaties could be ne- 
gotiated without delay.

THE OPIUM SITUATION. 


The opium market has displayed 
more signs of life during the week just 
closed than for many months ‘past. 
The new crop is now being, or is about 
to be harvested, and from the most re- 
liable reports obtainable the outturn 
will not exceed forty-five hundred cases, 
which is much less than an average 
yield. Dealers here, accustomed to 
having the usual preliminary reports 
of a short crop contradicted by the ac- 
tual results, have not been inclined 
heretofore to place full confidence in the 
estimates sent from Turkey this year. 
Recent events in the primary market 
have,however, disposed them to accept 
these estimates asat least approximate- 
ly correct.Cables received from Smyrna 
this week reported an advancing mar- 
ket owing to purchases on account of 
parties in the interior. This is an un- 
usual circumstance, and so far as we 
can learn has occurred before only in 
short crop years. 

The news has excited some specula- 
tive interest here, and coming at a 
time when export orders from South 
Awerica are in the market, has materi- 
ally strengthened prices. Although it 
is reported that fully 200 cases have 
changed hands we can trace actual 
sales of only half that amount .The late 
business has cleaned up about all the 
duty paid natural opium in the mar- 
ket, which, as indicated by the fact 
that most of the sales were tor export, 
was not very much. The stock of 
natural remaining in bond is now small 
and in few hands. It is held at an ad- 
vance of about fifteen cents per pound 
on the prices ruling a week ago. The 
manipulated stuff, imported and of 
domestic manufacture, is still in fair 
supply, but has advanced in sympathy 
with patural, although for some time 
past it has attracted less attention 
than the latter. 

On the whole the situation at pres- 
ent is unusually strong. The world’s 
supply on June ist was about 2,500 
cases. Deducting from this what has 
passed into actual consumption in the 
interim, we will start into the new 
crop year with a smaller stock than 
for muny years past. If the cropturns 
out as small as expected the total sup- 
ply for the coming year will be about 
7,000 cases, or only 500 cases more than 
is required by a normal consumption. 
Starting with these facts it is safe to 
predict a strong market throughout 
the coming season, with much higher 
prices than those prevailing during 
the past year. 

It has been rumored that the Turk- 
ish Governwent was about to increase 
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the export duty on opium to the equiv- 
alent of a dollar per pound. The re- 
cent movement has been, by some, 
attributed in part to this supposed 
fact. Inquiry in the best informed 
quarters fails to discover any real 
gronnd for the report. It appears to 
be simply a revival of an old story, 
the only warrant for which at the 
present time, is the well-known pov- 
erty of Turkey.

THE LINSEED OIL INDUSTRY. 


The linseed oil industry is not to 
have such plain, uninterrupted sailing 
during the approaching season as it 
has enjoyed formany months when the 
market was free of all disturbing ele- 
ments and prices were maintained ona 
steady basis. Thereare half a dozen or 
more reasons why the situation should 
assume a different aspect and crushers 
in the west are particularly interested 
in forthcoming events as they are at 
the seat of operations, while manufac- 
turers in this vicinity can view the 
scene from a distance and fall back on 
imported seed when necessary. 

After the opening of the year, vari- 
ous reports were circulated about the 
probable increase of acreage to be 
sown in flaxseed. The elevated prices 
not only encouraged farmers to devote 
more land and time to that cereal but 
the Agricultural Department issued 
circulars to promote the flax industry 
in the United States, and it was be- 
lieved that from the combination of 
favorable circumstances the next crop 
of seed would be unusually large. No 
reliable information, however, has 
come to hand relative to this subject 
and the uncertainty has an important 
bearing on the future contracts for 
seed. Itis to the interest of crushers 
tohave a large crop and reasonable 
prices, as they have the various substi- 
tutes to contend with. It must be 
acknowledged that the comparatively 
high figures demanded for linseed oil 
restricted consumption, as paint manu- 
facturers have informed the REPorR- 
TER that they found it necessary to 
use cheaper substitutes which are sold 
under different names, and unless lin- 
seed oil is offered at a lower rate the 
substitutes will gain a stronger hold in 
the market. Crushers were powerless 
to prevent the inroads on their terri- 
tory because of the high cost of raw 
material, and they seemed satisfied to 
have the substitutes tried as an ex- 
periment. It is now a question with 
them whether mineral or fish oils will 
continue to meet with favor, or linseed 
oil be taken in preference. That ques- 
tion can easily be settled by the price 
but the latter cannot be determined 
until a value is placed on new seed. 
The matter of adulteration has also 
come upto disturb the legitimate trade, 
but it is hoped that the exposures made 
by the different firms will prevent the 
fraud from extending. The practice of 
branding and selling adulterated oil as 
pure has been denounced by the 
paint clubsand the action has a whole- 
some effect. 

Increased production of oil is expect- 
ed on account of the new presses to be 
put into operation, but actual facts 
are as difficult to obtain in regard to 
that matter as correct estimates on the 
crop of seed, At any event, competi- 
tion will be- more of a prominent fea- 
ture, and the struggle for seed supplies 
promises to be lively, during which 
Calcutta and South American seed will 
play an important part, 

The peculiar position of oil cake 
is also deserving of attention, and it 
will require careful manipulation next 
season to prevent the profits from be- 
ing swallowed up by unnecessary fric- 
tion between operators in linseed cake 
who supply the European demand. 
The market during the past few 
months has been characterized by ir- 
regular and comparatively low values, 
all of which is charged to mismanage- 
ment, but the prospects are not much 
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brighter if we are to accept the state- 
ments of those who are preparing for 
an active fall and winter campaign by 
gathering ammunition to use in the 
London and Liverpool markets at the 
proper time. However, the cloud may 
not be so threatening when new cake 
is ready to be offered, as there is no 
longer any desire to sacrifice stovks 
for the benefit of English consumers. 


The question of rebate on oil has yet 
to be settled in the West, and the tariff 
nightmare is still before Congress. 
Notwithstanding all the drawbacks 
here outlined, there is said to be a de- 
sire on the part of some capitalists to 
control the industry. They are alleged 
to have communicated. with parties 
identified with large interests in Chi- 
cago and the reply came back that the 
only stock known to be on the market 
could be found on Wall Street. The 
inquiry did not come from anyone in- 
terested in a British syndicate, but itis 
believed to have been prompted by 
curiosity to ascertain the feeling in 
Chicago.

COTTON OIL SEASON UNPROFIT-| J iich detracts considerably from the 
ABLE. value of the report. From the dates 


attached it appears that the report 
was submitted to the Treasnry officials 
on the 12th inst., but copies of the 
same did not reach this city until the 
18th. Why it should require twelve 
days to compile such a report from the 
custom house returns is inexplicable 
on any other ground than neglect or 
inadequate clerical force, but the far- 
ther delay in sending it out may be 
regarded as inexcusable. The total 
exports for the month of May exceeded 
those of May last year by over 10,- 
000,000 gallons, the amount being 
60,541,277 gallons. Of the various 
products the exports of crude show an 
increase of 5,526,000 gallons, and illu- 
minating oil 5,809,000 gallons. The 
exports of naphtha show a decrease of 
798,000 gallons, lubricating oil 480,000 
gallons, and residuum 37,000 gallons. 
For the period of eleven months, com- 
pared with the corresponding months 
of the preceding fiscal year, there was 
an increase in the total exports of 
47,945,000 gallons. For this period the 
exports of crude show an increase of 
19,925,000 gallons, illuminating oil 
24,548,010 gallons, lubricating oil 
4,374,000 gallons, and residuum 543,000 
gallons. The only product showing a 
decrease in exports for the eleven 
months was naphtha, to the extent of 
1,445,000 gallons. The report makes a 
very satisfactory exhibit, prdving that 
our export trade isin a healthy con- 
dition notwithstanding the predictions 
of the various British consuls that our 
trade was being seriously cut into by 
Russian competition. As the con 
sumption of American petroleum 
continues to exceed the production, 
we can contemplate the Russian ef- 
forts to introduce their oil into the 
European and Far Eastern markets 
with indifference. 


The present c»ttou oil season will 
goon record as one of the most un- 
profitable within the history of the 
industry, notwithstanding that the 
production exceeds any previous out- 
put, that the demand is almost equal 
to the supply and that the season will 
close with limited stocks on hand. 
The remarkable increase in consump- 
tion is owing to the short crop of olive 
oil, and as asubstitute cotton oil has 
been used for culinary and soap pur- 
poses to a greater extent than ever be- 
fore known. A repetition of the ex- 
tensive movement is not probable next 
year as a much larger supply of olive 
oil is promised and that means lower 
prices for the foreign product. The 
new consumers of cotton oil may con- 
tinue its use, however, to the neglect 
of the former, and the schedule of val- 
ues will have considerable bearing in 
that direction. This fact has been 
exemplified during the present season, 
and through the element of low prices 
cotton oil has added greatly to its popu- 
larity; still, the result is disappointing 
in a pecuniary sense. This is not only 
true of comparatively small concerns 
in the South, but of more pretentious 
compavies that have attempted to play 
an important part in the market. An 
organization, second to the largest in 
the trade, found it necessary to pass 
the dividend at the annual meeting 
last week because there were no profits 
to divide, and the stockholders have 
realized that the expectations at the 
beginning of the season were only vis- 
lonary.

Among these different objects of culture 
cacao seems to be the most flourishing, and 
that the influence of Cameroon cocoa is not 
yet felt on the drug markets is only due to 
the fact that the trees do not yield a proper 
crop until they are four or five years old. 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 


The British steameis Sophie Rickmers has 
been chartered to load case oil at Batoum for 
three ports in Japan at 1s 3d, and the Lord 
Bangor for Shanghae at 1s 4d. 


Petroleum, which is imported from the 
United States in its crude state for a refinery 
in Corrunna, Spain, in the year 1888 gave a re- 
turn 8,900,000 liters, valued at £77,555, and in 
1889 of 2,315,283 liters, valued at £23,152. 


The British consul at Tainayr, China, says 
that kerosene oil shows nearly double the im- 
port of the preceding year, that is, 295,870 gal- 
lons, against 150,802 gallons. The import has 
increased very rapidly of late years, and ap- 
pears likely to continue to do so. 


The new storehouse for petroleum in bulk 
at Genoa, Italy, was opened last summer, and 
has been hired from the municipality at a 
cousiderable rental by a German firm who are 
agents for the great Caucasus house of Nobel 
« Co., and now, for the first time, the compe- 
tition of this oil against Pennsylvania oil will 
te tried. 


A gasoline tank has been patented bya 
Philadelphia genius which is especially adapt- 
ed for use asa reservoir for gasoline stoves, 
lteventing leakage, and so made that, when 
the storage section is removed from its casing 
for refilling, the valves will be automatically 
closed,and when the section is replaced the 
Valves will be automatically opened to the 
feed pipe of the stove. 


The import of kerosene oil at Kewkiang, 
China, which had been declining during the 
past few years, has risen again. ‘There does 
not seem to be so strong an objection there to 
the use of this oil on the score of its danger, 
48 there is at Hankow, Canton and other 
treaty ports. Of the 322,176 gallons imported 
in 1889, 59,060 gallons were Russian kerosene 
oil, imported from Baku.

Against the Whiskey Trust. 


The wholesale liquor dealers of New York 
met in the Kemble Building on Monday after- 
noon, to hear the report of the committee of 
ten, which was appointed last week to draw 
up a plan of procedure against the rebate re- 
striction of the Distilling and Cattle Feeding 
Company. 

The report of the committee was followed 
by a very warm discussion in which the so- 
called Whiskey Trust’s rebate plan was se- 
verely scored. Several of the dealers were in 
favor of trying conciliatory measures first, 
but others urged decisive aggressive action. 
The following resolutions presented by the 
committee of ten were then adopted: 


Whereas, The recent order of the Distillip 
and Cattle Feeding Company compelling the 
dealers to accept a rebate voucher of 5 cents { 
for each gallon of spirits purchased of said 
company is arbitrary and onerous; and 
Whereas, The conditions under which said 
rebate vouchers are redeemable are contrary 
to the well established and approved business 
methods of a free and incependent people, Y 
being wholly one-sided and having a tendency ' 
to crush out all legitimate competition, and 
making the holders of said rebate vouchers 
wholly dependent see the good will and 
pleasure of said Distilling and Cattle Feeding 
Company; and 
Whereas, The holders of these rebate vouch- 
ers have no guarantee that, with all competi- 
tion silenced, the Distilling and Cattle Feeding 
pany will continue to pay said vouchers 
or abstain from further raising in an arbitraay 
manner the price of raw spirits; be it 
Resolved, That we, the wholesale liquor 
dealers of New York and vicinity, assembled 
in mass meeting, do hereby agree to call on the 
Distilling and Cattle Feeding Company to 
waive the rebate condition of its sales, so that 
they may be allowed to purchase spirits in 
open market like any other commodity; and, 
Resolved Th 
esol at in case of a refusal of said 
Distilling and Cattle Feeding Company to 
comply with these requests, a co-operative 
stock company be at once formed, with a 
capital stock of $500,000, for the purpose of 
erecting and operating one or more spirits 
distilleries, and that a subscription list be cir- 
culated among the wholesale liquor dealers 
and jobbers, the shares ot said Co-operative 
Distillers’ Company to be $100 each, and each 
subscriber agreeing not to take less than ten 
nor more than fifty shares at their pur value, 
the suid subscribers to be wholesale liquor 
dealers; and be it further 
Resolved, That the stock of this Co-operative 
Distillers’ Company be transferable only 
under the conditions imposed by the charter 
and by-laws of said er, in such a man- 
ner that the operation and control of said co- 
operative distillery or distilleries can never be 
sweryed from their original purpose. 


Chairman McQuade read a telegram from 
President J. B. Greenhut, of the Distilling 
and Cattle Feeding Co., offering to meet rep- 
presentatives of the dealers, at the Murray 
Hill Hotel at 10 o’clock Tuesday morning. 
The original committee was reappointed for 
this purpose and were instructed to ascertain 
what concessions would be made failing a re- 
traction of the obnoxious rebate plan. This 
was suggested by a resolution offered by one 
of the dealers, requesting the “Trust” to re- 
duce the rebate to three cents per gallon, and 
the rebate time to two months. 

It was generally understood that should the 
committee fail to secure favorable action 
from the president of the distiller’s company, 
steps would be taken at once to put into op- 
eration the co-operative plan. 

The meeting adjourned to 2 p. mM. Wednes- 
doy, when the report of the committee will 
be received.

Why the Soap Makers Organized. 


Mr. J. Adam Lautz, a soap manufacturer of 
Buffalo, gives the following reason for the 
organization of the National Soap Makers’ 
Association, according to the Buffalo Express: 

“Some four years ago the principal soap 
manufacturers of the country began the 
practice of giving various prizes for the re- 
turn of soap-wrappers to them. The prizes 
were at first some simple litrie knick-knack, 
the object of the manufacturers being to in- 
crease their patronage and the popularity of 
their goods. Gradually the value of the 
prizes offered increased, although to-day there 
is no more soap sold than there was when the H 
prize-giving custom was first adopted. The 
result is that the prizes given are quite ex- 
pensive, and the soap-makers have decided 
that they can no longer afford to main- 
tain this custom. 

“For every 15 wrappers returned a set of 
picture cards is given away; for 100 wrappers 
a fine picture, and for every 25 boxes of soap 
ordered by the grocers, a costly piano lamp or ' 
an extra box of soap is sent them. About a 
year ago one ofthe leading soap firms of this i 
city so elaborated on the practice that it i 
offered pianos and even houses and lots. But 
no firm could afford to keep a thing like that 
up for any length of time,so this firm stopped 
doing it and found itself in quite a hole. 

“And that is the reason why the soap- 
makers organized. Their object is to abolish 
this practice which practically has become a 
custom with soap firms throughout the coun- 
try. The intention is to get the manufac- 
turers from the different parts of the United 
States together, so that they can co-operate 
in devising a satisfactory plan for disposing 
of this giving-away business. It has become 
a nuisance as wellas an extravagance, for, I 
tell you, it keeps a man awake at night to 
conceive some new thing in prizes to be given 
away next, for, you know, the public soon 
tires of one thing.”

Everybody who can scrape together a 
few hundred dollars is anxious to secure stock 
in such a company, seeing visions of wealth as 
a return for their investment. 


A fire broke out last Wednesday on the 
premises occupied by the New York Lubricat- 
ing Company. Owing to the inflammable na- 
ture of the contents the firemen succeeded in 
quenching the flames only after the oil was 
nearly all burned and the building. a three 
story brick, was damaged to the extent of 
$2,.00. There were 200 barrels of lubricating 
oil on the premises, and this constitutes the 
principal loss of the occupants. 


The import of American petroleum into 
Genoa, Italy, was 5,120 barrels and 918,111 cases 
in 1889, against 12,011 barrels and 811,652 cases 
in 1888; with a stock in store on December 31, 
1889, of 2,315 barrels and 138,678 cases, against 
4,092 barrels and 42,272 cases at the same date 
the previous year. The import of Caucasus 
oil in 1889 was 30,800 quintals in bulk, and 2,415 
barrels, against a total import in 1888 of 33,577 
cases—none having been shipped in bulk until 
the year 1889, 


A boat hand on the steam-lighter E. M. 
Fairchild, lying at the oil refinery pier of 
Borne, Scrymser Company had a narrow es- 
cape from death last Wednesday night. Some 
oilon the deck ignited, which caused an ex- 
plosion, enveloping the deck in flames. The 
man, who wasin a cabin, tried to escape by 
rushing through the flames, which badly 
burned him about the face, neck and hand. 
He fell on the pier, his clothing ablaze. Some 
employes of the firm tore the burning gar- 
ments off from him, after which he was re- 
moved to the hospital. The fire on the vessel 
was put out by the fire apparatus of the oil 
works. 


The British consul at Leghorn reports that 
a reservoir for the storage of petroleum, cap- 
able of containing about 4,000 tons of oil, has 
been constructed at that port. It has been 
made at the cost, and is the property, of the 
firm of Nobel, of St. Petersburg, to whom the 
municipality gave the ground free. The res- 
ervoir was just filled in April last, and from 
that month to the end of the year three “’bat- 
eaux citernes,” or ships fitted to carry oil in 
bulk, arrived there from Batoum, and each 
discharged from 1,000 to 1,500 tons of oil into 
the new, reservoir. The same firm has set up 
workshops alongside the reservoir for the 
making of tin cases and wood boxes, in which 
the oil is now dispatched by rail to the inland 
centers. 


A new tank car has been invented which is 
designed to provide a car with a series of con- 
nected metal tanks so braced that their walls 
will not bulge when heavily loaded, while the 
bulk of the weight is over the car trucks, and 
the tanks are capable of rigid attachment to 
either a flat or gondola car. The tanks are 
ordinarily arranged in sets of three, the outer 
tanks being the largest, and, to prevent their 
sides trom bulging outward, each tank has at 
each side two inferior stay rods, secured to 
the sides and bottom of the tank. The ends 
of the tanks are also braced on their outer 
faces, the upper ends of the brace rods being 
bolted to re-enforcing plates as well as to the 
tank, while their lower ends have a horizontal 
section attached to a connecting plate, which 
connects the bottoms of the tanks and virtu- 
ally forms a portion thereof. There are two 
sets of connecting plates secured to the car 
bed in any suitable way. The end tanks are 
connected to the intermediate tank at or near 
the bottom by horizontal tubes. On the top 
of each tank are one or more air vents, and 
each end tank has a large top opening, with 
tightly fitting cover, whereby all the tanks 
may be quickly filled or emptied when de- 
sired. The central tank also hasa top opening 
with a hood-like hinged cover, there being in 
the bottom of the hood a tube to admit of the 
application of a pump to the central tank, 
whereby the liquid may be discharged from 
all the tanks, or through which the tanks may 
all be filled.

It need not be told to druggists that the U. 
8S. Pharmacopceia says: “Opium, in its normal, 
moist condition, should yield not less than 9 
per cent of morphine.” 


It is quite proper to legislate for 9 per cent 
opium, but it isextremely ridiculous to put 9 
per cent opium on the free list, and 9 per cent 
opium on the dutiable list at $12 per pound. 


There is no excuse for any absurdity of this 
kind, because the committee were offered as- 
sistance by those who understood the tariff as 
wellasthe drug and chemical business, and 
their offers were not accepted. 


Being a law unto themselves, by preference, 
they are entitled to criticism, and the above 
is one of a few criticisms I propose to make. 
(I have just received copy of bill.) 


I consider it extremely unjust to double the 
duty on quicksilver, and not to increase the 
duty on mercurial preparations; and the com- 
mittee had attention directed to this point 
very olearly, so that they have not been 
laboring in the dark. They have had every 
opportunity of being tully advised, and hon- 
vatly advised. 


Such discriminations as have been made be- 
tween American citizens will certainly not 
atrengthen the cause of protection, and un- 
less protection isto be a matter of principle, 
I, for one, cannot advocate it; ana I have 
been an ardent, but, I trust, fair and reason- 
able, protectionist for a good many years. 


The average price of quicksilver abroad, for 
the past ten years, has been about 50 cents per 
pound. The present rate of duty is 10 per 
cent, and that means about 5 cents per pound, 
specific. The Senate and the House, both, 
propose to double the duty on quicksilver. 


It is in the bill, page 47, lines 3-7: “Quicksil- 
ver, ten cents per pound. The flasks, bottles, 
or other vussels iu which quicksilver is im- 
ported shall be subject to the same rate of 
duty as they would be subjected to if import- 
ed empty.” 

Ten cents per pound is equal to about 20 per 
cent, ad val. based on the average price of the 
last ten years. This increase may be needed 
by the California quicksilver operators. I 
have nothing to say about it; neither for it, 
nor against it. I have something to say, how- 
ever, about the preparations made from 
quicksilver. These have been very unfairly 
treated, and the committee had ample oppor- 
tunity to correct. 


Ten cents per pound on quicksilver and the 
tlasks dutiable makes the duty about 11 cents, 
or above 20 per cent. 


On p. 9, lines 3-5, we read: “Vermilion red 
and colors containing quicksilver, dry or 
ground in oil or water, 12 cents per pound.” 


This is about as near free trade as can well 
be. 


Vermilion manufacturers may have to pro- 
duce abroad or go into the making of sugar of 
milk, which, as a dairy product, jumps from 
the free list into the ranks of articles pro- 
tected about 60 per cent. 


P. 57, lines '¥-18: “Sugar of milk 8 cents per 
pound,” 


The other mercurial preparations share 
about the same fate as quicksilver vermilion. 
They are covered by a drag-net clause, 25 per 
cent. 


P. 11, linea 13-18: ““Products or preparations 
known as alkalies, alkaloids, distilled oils, 
essential oils, expressed oils, rendered oils, and 
all combinations of the foregoing, and all 
chemical compounds and salts not specially 
provided for in this act, 25 per centum ad 
yalorem.” 


These preparations are now 25 per cent., 
with quicksilver 10 per cent. 


The Mills bill left them at 25 per cent., with 
quicksilver on the free list. 


The proposed bill makes them still 25 per 
cent., with the duty on quicksilver about 
doubled, say 10 cents per pound, Always 25 
per cent. 

They are a little like Boston, Bunker Hill, 
Concord, and Lexington, of which Daniel 
Webster said there they stood, and there they 
would remain forever,—or words to that ef- 
fect. 


These are a few of the blunders of the bill, if 
blunders they can be termed. 


They cannot be excused on the ground of 
ignorance of the subject, on the part of the 
committee. The committee have been fully 
advised. 


It is not blundering, but it is injustice. Itis 
a great mistake to slight business men, when 
the tariff is under consideration. They know 
quite as much as Congressmen do on the tariff 
question, sometimes, and a good deal more 
about their own business al! the time. 


And itisa still greater mistake to suppose 
that such protection as grants 60, 80, and 100 
per cent. to some, and nothing at all to 
others, will be tolerated. 


It will not. It represents nothing whatever, 

except expediency. A. H. JONES.

Tariff Stupidity. 
PHILADELPAIA, June 23, 1890. 
Editor, O1L, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

There are some very curious features dis- 
closed by an examination of the revised tariff 
bill. H. R. 9416, reported June 18, 1890, by 
Senator Morrill of the Committee on Finance, 
would be far more correct and symmetrical 
than it is, had suggestions made by thuse who 
understand the subjects thoroughly, been 
heeded. For example, nine (9) per cent. opium 
is to come without payment of any duty at all. 
It ison the free list. But nine (9) per cent.opium 
is to pay a duty of twelve (12) dollars per pound. 
* You pays your money, and you takes your 
choice.” 

This is the way the bill reads: Page 7, lines 
17-19: “Opium containing nine percentum or 
less of morphia, and opium prepared for 
smoking, twelve dollars per pcund.” 

Then under the free list, page 125, lines 7-8: 
“ Opium, crude or unmanufactured, and not 
adulterated, containing nine per centum and 
over of morphia.” 
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A Destructive Paint Fire. 


The works of the Atlantic Color Works, 
owned by Messrs. Pfeiffer and Lavanburg, 
situated on North Eleventh street, Brooklyn, 
were visited by fire on Monday night and be- 
fore the flames were under control a por- 
tion of the works was badly wrecked. 
The buildings are two stories high, covering 

’ an area of 200 feet square, extending through 
to North Twelfth street, and consist of a main 
building, which is of brick, and on either side 
two frame buildings. One of the side build- 
ings was soon enveloped in flames. 

The watchman, on d‘scovering the blaze, 
the origin of which is at the moment in doubt, 
ran to the nearest box and sounded the alarm, 
which brought all the engines of that district. 
A second alarm was afterwardssounded. The 
force of water was strong, and in a short time 
the firemen had all the ftioors flooded, The 
fire, however, continued to burn flercely for 
more than an hour, when it was brought under 
control. 

* Mr. Pfeiffer stated tu arepresentative of the 
REPORTER that it was impossible to state what 
the loss would be, but other parties place the 
damage at $50,000, which is said to be covered 
by insurance. The main building contained 
colors, besides valuable machinery. The tubs 
containing the colors were flooded with water, 
which renders them about worthless for 
future use. The two buildings on the east are 
gutted. The paris green portion of the works 
being the only part of the factory that was 
not damaged either by fire or water. The 
buildings will be immediately rebuilt. Messrs. 
Pfeiffer & Lavanburg have sent out the fol- 
lowing card to their customers: 

“NEW YORK, June 24, 1890. 

“We regret to inform you that our works 
were partly destroyed by fire yesterday, one- 
half of our factory being the point of at- 
tack. We are pleased, however, to state that 
with our warehouse and over one-half of our 
manufacturing plant untouched, and witha 
large stock of goods on hand, we will be able 
to resume in a few days and will have no diffi- 
culty in supplying you with your wants. 
Thanking you for your past favors, and so- 
liciting the continuance of the same, we re- 
main, Yours very truly,

Water in White Lead. 


The Treasury Department has refused to 
make any allowance for water alleged to be 
contained in an importation of white lead re- 
cently entered at Cincinnati. The appelants 
claimed that water or other liquid (not oil) 
of no value was mixed with the white lead in 
order to secure safe transportation and to 
prevent deterioration, and that allowance 
should be made for the weight of such water 
or other liquid in ascertaining the duty. The 
Appraiser reported that in examining the 
merchandise he failed to find water, turpen- 
tine spirits or any other liquid, and that it is 
not customary to place water in casks of 
white lead until after they are opened and 
partly used to prevent oxidation. The De- 
partment states that no allowance or claim 
for such allowance has heretofore been made 
for the weight of water in white lead, and the 
Department is of opinion that no such allow- 
ance can be properly made, inasmuch as in 
the condition in which it was imported the 
article is recognized as the white lead of com- 
merce, upon which the duty of three cents 
per pound is imposed by the Tariff Act.

Adulteration of Fish Oils. 


A correspondent of the Shoe and Leather 
Reporter, signing himself *Veritas,” writes: 
“From time to time there come from the tan- 
ners cries of indignation regarding the way 
tanners’ oils (we mean fish and cod oils) are 
nowadays adulterated with paraffine and neu- 
tral oils, That the evil exists on a larger scale 
than formerly is probably true. But where 
does the fault lie? Dealers say with the tan- 
ners. They encourage the practice by insist- 
ing on low prices—prices sometimes 6 and 8 
cents below the market—and the excuse they 
give for doing ‘so is that the former dealings 
had with the firm who offer the oil at such an 
enticing figure have always been satisfactory, 
and they will certainly do the right thing by 
them now. Of course the oi] dealer has no 
idea of selling at loss, and how is he going to 
come out whole or make a small profit if not 
by adulterating the oil? The price of fish and 
cod oils being 80 low now, the proportion of 
mineral or neutral oil is naturally increased. 
The item of oil is such a small one to tanners, 
it is surprising: they should jeopardize their 
manufacturing for the saving of a few dollars 
when the damage may be so great. There are 
honorable firms who would be glad to sell oils 
of the qualities represented, but they mvet 
with little encouragement from the tanners, 
and they learn by experience that they are in 
danger of being distanced in the field of com- 
petition. Everyone in the trade knows per- 
fectly well that the good houses all stand on 
an equal footing in buying. The sources of 
supply are equally open to them, and they 
have been accustomed for years to keep a 
close run of the places where the best quali- 
ties are produced. Istherea remedy? If so, 
where is it? It can only be in the hands of 
the tanner. Let him satisfy himself, if hecan, 
of the trustworthiness of the parties he buys 
of, and be content to pay the market price, 
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giving them a chance to make a bare living— 
there isn’t any more than that in the business 
nowadays. One thing he may be sure of: If 
he gets his oil way below the market price, it 
will be adulterated. In that case, what does 
he make by it? Why not buy the oils io their 
primitive condition, and do the mixing him- 
self? We leave it to the tanner’e sagacity to 
ponder over.”

The bill proposes to make the duty on sugar 
of milk eight (8) cente, per pound. 

This article is now on the free list. It is 
proposed to regard this as a dairy product, 
and to give it a protective duty equivalent to 
about 60 per centum, ad valorem. (p. 52, lines 
18-19.) 

A duty of five (5) cents per pound would af- 
ford ample protection.

P. 197, line 7, bromine free. Bromine is large- 
ly produced in the United States. It isas 
much entitled to protection as sugar of milk. 

P. 118, lines 18—19: Quinine, sulphate of and 
all alkaloids or salts of cinchona tark, free. 

This industry has been practically ruined by 
the removal of che duty. We fail to see the 
justice in giving a 60 per cent protective duty 
to sugar of milk, and retaining quinine on the 
free list. 

We fail to comprehend upon what system 
of political economy such duties are based. 

Discriminations of this kind, made between 
American citizens, certainly will weaken the 
hold that protection now has on the people of 
this country. They can but attract attention 
and draw unfavorable comment. They are 
unjust and in violation of the pledges made 
by the dominant party in their platform of 
principles, as announced to the American peo- 
ple. An equitable and just application of the 
protective policy was 60 percent. and over to 
some and nothing at all to others, equally en- 
titled to consideration, surely represents ex- 
pediency and not principles. 

The bill, p. 43, lines 24-25, doubles the duty 
on quicksilver. The present rate of duty is 
10 per centum, The average price abroad, for 
last ten years has been about 50 cents per 
pound. 10 per cent; equals about 5 cents per 
pound, specific. The proposed rate of 10 cents 
per pound, equals about 20 per centum ad 
valorem. 

Against this, quicksilver vermilion is taken 
from the color and paint drag-net clause’ 
where it has been covered by a 25 per cent. 
rate and is made dutiable at 12 cents per 
pound. Taking the duty on quicksilver and 
the duty on the containers, (the iron flasks) we 
have, say 11 cents per povnd on the quicksil- 
ver vermilion,. This shows a difference of 1 
cent per pound. Practically, this is free trade. 

Other mercurial preparations share a some- 
what similar fate. They are now 25 per cent. 
with quicksilver at 10 per cent. with quick- 
silver, duty free, under the Mills bill.

The proportion of purchases of patent med- 
icines by retail druggists has usually been 
estimated as from one-third to one. half. I have 
long felt convinced that it was much greater. 
In the tables given below I have endeavored 
to make a showing that Iam convinced can be 
taken as fairly representing the average pur- 
chasesof Pennsylvania druggists outside of 
Philadelphia. I did not have time to take up 
any city accounts but do not think they 
would materially differ from the uverage 
given. 

It will be noted that I first show the average 
purchases of five representative druggists for 
a period of three months. These druggists 
may be considered as the leading pharmacists 
in five of the largest cities of this state east of 
the Allegheny Mountains. In only one of 
these cities was there any cut rate 
patent medicine store to divert the trade 
from its usual channels. Four of these 
have their accounts for their usual wants from 
the wholesaler, almost exclusively with us,

Item 1.—Headed “Total Purchases,” repre- 
sents the amount of purchases of drugs, 
chemicals, medicinal preparations and putent 
or proprietary articles. All articles distinc- 
tively known as druggists’ sundries, such as 
brushes, combs, syringes, nursing appliances, 
surgical instruments and appliances, etc., are 
included. All fluid extracts, elixirs, pills and 
galenical preparations generally are included 
as are such items as are necessary to the dis- 
pensing of the goods sold, such as paper, 
twine, corks, bottles, graduated measures, 
etc. Alcohol is included. 

Item 2.—Shows the proportion of these pur- 
chases made up of proprietary preparations 
and patent medicines (included are such arti- 
cles as are generally sold by the trade and 
known as proprietary while not distinctively 
medical in character, such as perfumery ex- 
tracts, soaps, face and tooth powders, chewing 
gums, etc.), such only of these are included as 
are known and sold under the names of the 
makers or by the arbitrary titles under which 
they are advertised.

Next I take 1,125 consecutive orders from 
retail druggists, as they happen to run on our 
books, during parts of the months of March 
and May, 1889. These, you will notice, average 
59 per cent of patent medicines only, while the 
five above referred to average 67 per cent, 
This would, at first glance, indicate that the 
“leading pharmacist” used a larger proportion 
of proprietary articles than the average. 

It must be remembered, however, that all 
of the five make a larger proportion of their 
pharmaceutical preparations than the aver- 
age, and hence those are not purchased. This 
accounts, in part, for the difference. It fur- 
ther proves to my mind, however, that the 
higher the standard of education, efficiency 
and probity of the druggist, the more likely

The general course of the linseed oil market 
during the past week has presented no special 
change as compared with the week preceding 
Prices are unaltered, nor has the character of 
the inquiry materially changed. Consumption 
continues brisk, but there still exists the same 
‘isinclination to buy in round lots to which 
been previously directed. 
Crushers are busy, but sales are being booked 
in multiplicity rather than in individual in- 
crease.The weather is nearly all that producers 
could desire, and the result is a gradually ap- 
preciating absorption of stocks which have 
been already reduced to well nigha minimum. 

As regards any change in quotations, it can 
only be said that it does not seem likely that 
any will occur in the nearfuture. Certainly 
there is probably not to be any decline in 
values. The drop in seed is adduced as an ar- 
gument in favor of a depreciation in oil. 
general principles this ought to be conclusive, 
but the duy seems to have gone by when, so 
far as linseed oil was concerned, the normal 
relations between the crude material and the 
manufactured product are 
maintained. For years before the organiza- 
tion of any combination in oil, seed had been 
aspeculative article, and the natural com-

The cinchonas, which furnish quinine, have 
been raised and distributed to some extent 
The value and demand for 
thisdrug were strong incentives to efforts 
looking towards its home production by the 
Agricultural Department. 
species were received in 1864, and from these 
several hundred plants were obtained, and 
were distributed mainly in California and 
Since the first distribution many 
others have been made, but the reports that 
have been received do not indicate success at 
any point where they have been tried. 
the cinchoaa plantations which have been 
formed in India, the best results are said to be 
obtained ina warm, equable and very moist 
atmosphere, at elevations where the mean 
yearly temperature indicates 64°; and in those 
established in the Isle of St. Helena the plants 
did well at an elevation of 1,500 feet above tne 
a level, in rich lands bathed in moisture, the 
mean temperature for the year being 6U°. 

“If further experiments are made in the 
United States, they should be confined to the 
locality of Sam Diego, Cal.,’’says the Secretary 
of Agriculture in his annual report for 1889, 
“According to the reports of the Signal office, 
the mean temperature for the year at San 
Diego is 60°, the highest monthly mean reach-

Trade is fair, but not specially active. As 
compared with June, 1889, the present month 
promises to be fairly satisfactory, but the in- 
crease in business is notJikely to be anything 
more than normal. 

Quinine, in a wholesale way, seems to be 
manifesting a tendency toward greater firm- 
ness. Jobbers, however, are still selling at 
the same figures and report distribution 
among consumers as going on very slowly. 
On the whole there is perceptible a better 
tone, and even buyers are disposed to antici- 
pate higher prices before many months. 

Both opiam and morphine are unchanged in 
price. There is a good deal of verbal specula-

have supplied their wants at a rather later 
day than ordinarily. Values for the most 
part have been quoted with a steady tendency 
and in consequence of the advances in raw 
materials there is a desire to raise prices,which 
sooner or later will undoubtedly be accom- 
plished, although the heen competition be- 
tween manufacturers has hitherto proved a 
barrier to such a course. 

English Venetian Reds.— Dealers continue to 
report a moderate jobbing, but wholly unim- 
portant, demand, the requirements of pur- 
chasers having teen supplied at previous 
prices, in all instances. The market has been 
without feature which has also been true of 
that for American makes. stocks of the latter 
having moved to a moderate jobbing extent 
at unchanged figures. 

Orange Mineral.—The market has been rul- 
ing with a steady tone, but in the absence of 
special trading no particular interest has been 
displayed in values. Stocks, while not abund- 
ant, continue ample for all present wants,and 
no interesting items can be noted. 

Red Lead and Litharge continue to receive 
their full share of the patronage that is,at the 
moment, being bestowed on the general mar- 
ket, but dealers find no inconvenience in sup- 
plying the demand. Values are quoted at old 
figures, the schedule rates being named on 
both articles, 

Cobalt. Oxide.—The market continues devoid 
of anything that would be liable to interest 
either buyers orsellers, or affect prices in any 
way. No new business of any moment has 
transpired, and barring the deliveries on con- 
tracts, the market is inanimate. 

Quicksilver Vermilion.—While there has 
been no further advance inthe cost of raw 
materials, the recently reported advance has 
been firmly maintained and prospects appear 
favorable for an early rise in Vermilion, 
should the prevailing conditions continue in 
force, although it is not probatle that any 
steps will be made in this direction before July 
1. The business at hand has been uneventful, 
the call being principally for jobbing parcels 
to supply urgent wants. 

Carmine—Previous prices are maintained, a 
steady tone having previiled since we last 
wrote, but the demand has not been out of the 
ordinary, small jobbing lots having changed 
hands only. No new features are apparent. 


BLUES. 

The continued high prices for prussiate of 
potash have at last stirred up dealers toa 
realization that present prices for prussian 
blues were low in comparison with the askirg 
rates for raw materials, and in some quarters 
increased prices are being asked for round 
lots. The advance, however, has not as yet 
been general, although it very probably will 
be,and those dealers who quote old prices 
show rather a disinclination to offer goods at 
previous quotations. The customary jobbing 
trade has transpired, but beyond this, nothing 
can be noted in the matter of business, and 
this also applies to the other blues which are 
ruliug at former figures. 


GREENS. 

Green pigments have found a moderate job- 
bing outlet, but the market has been totally 
without feature and no change in the asking 
rates can be noted. Paris has been delivered 
on contract to a fair extent, but no new busi- 
ness has been effected and the market has 
been without special interest. 


Miscellaneous. 

Sulphate of barytes has been in somewhat 
better supply and dealers are now able to ob- 
tain a sufficient stock to meet all present re- 
quirements, There has been no special change 
in the asking prices although values are not 
so firm as at the date of our last writing.

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Chalk—The figure for cargoes continues at 
$2 but we can learn of no sales at that price, 
in frct no transactions are reported, and no 
charters have been made. An arrival of 1,400 
tons by sailer is noted. 

China clay has béen in very light request. 
The advance threatened some time ago has 
taken place and the first cost of goods has 
been increased slightly, but no change has yet 
been made in the asking price to consumers. 
An ordinary jobbing trade has been going on 
from store but no large sales can be men- 
tioned. 

Talc—There has been a slight increase in 
the jobbing demand ata concession from the 
extreme quotations, but business is said to be 
in a flourishing condition at the moment. 
The market is well supplied with the foreign 
and domestic article, 

Terra alba is reported in very fair demand 
for the season. The extreme high prices of 

he early spring are not maintained but the 
quotations are about 10% over those ruling 
last year, which is due to the continued ab- 
sence of the No.1 American quality, and the 
high cost of freights abroad, especially from 
the Mediterranean ports. 

Whiting—There have been few new orders 
received during the interval, but manufac- 
turers are apparently still busy supplying 
xoods on previous contracts. Prices,while firm 
are not considered satisfactory, but there 
appears no immediate prospect of any advance 
as the season is about over, and it is hardly 
thought likely that anything will be done 
until the early fall. 

Clues. 

The demand is moderate though confidence 
inthe future of prices is fairly well main- 
tained, Importations reported the past week 
aggregating over one hundred tons are the 
largest for some years. It is not probable 
that any considerable movement in this mar- 
ket will occur during July and August, as 
they are usually the dullest months of the 
year. 

Class. 
WINDOW GLASS. 

There is nothing of a particularly interest~ 
ing character to report concerning the win- 
dow glass market. Only the Eastern fac- 
tories (not including New York) and two or 
three of the Western houses are now in oper- 
ation, and they will probably shut down at 
the end of this month. The demand is up tc 
the average of previous corresponding sea- 
sons, but trade ig not at all brisk. Prices 
remain firm and unchanged. 

A recently published statement of the stock 
on hand at the close of the fire shows a larger 
supply than usual at that period, but it is 
explained that this includes a considerable 
quantity of poor glass, really desirable sizes 
and quality being in small stock. 

Importers of French glass express them- 
selves as satisfied with the condition of trade, 
which is little better than usual! at this time 
of the year. The market is firm. 


PLATE GLASS. 
There has been no improvement in the de- 
mand fur plate glags,and no change in price.

Canada Petroleum Report. 


No improvemedt in trading, in the crude 
market has been noticeable during the past 
week. Although the price yesterday (Thurs- 
day) standsa trifle higher than a week ago, 
and every indication exists to lead to the be- 
lief that the $125 mark must be reached be- 
fore the season is over, that desirable state of 
affairs is rather dilatory in reaching its at- 
tainment. Aithough the figure is a trifle 
lower than at the first of the week, no ap- 
parent timidity on the part of the producer 
exists, as the output is considerably lessend. 

While the American market just now is 
fluctuating to a considerable extent, and the 
ultimatum appears to be very uncertain, the 
trade journals speak with a goodly degree of 
hopefulness for improvement of affairs in the 
hear future, drices having advanced consid- 
erably this summer, despite the influences ex- 
erted to bear the market. Now, while affairs 
across the border do not usually effect the sit- 
uation here to any appreciable excent, a con- 
siderable improvement in the market for our 
neighbors must also mean at least a slight 
improvement in the condition of affairs at 
home. All these indications certainly will 
not be without their effect, and as the neces- 
sity of the retail trade begins to increase, as it 
surely will when stock must be procured for 
the long winter nights and the season of con 
sumption, that demand, coupled with high 
prices over the borders, must cause values to 
rise here, The outlook for the next few days 
is one of much firmness, and a probable rise in 
Price. In fact, bids have been asked for $1 11 
for stocks which were refused at the present 
figure. 

We are pleased to be able to report a proba- 
ble improvement in the conditions of the re- 
fined trade, which has been dormant for some 
months past. Although no greater amount of 
Stock than usual at this season of the year, is 
being procured, the demand appears to have 
increased, inquiries are beginning to come in, 
4nd there are indications of renewed activity 
- the part of the refineries, which all mean 

at the harvest has yet tocome. Empty bar- 
rele are being called in and the yards are be- 
ite to show signs of preparation.—Petro-

Vegetable Olis. 
TUESDAY EVENING, June 24, 1890, 


The general movement of vegetable oils is 
lighter compared to this time last week, and 
no other reason is assigned than the supposi- 
tion that buyers’ wants are supplied for the 
time being. Prices have not varied any and 
a steady feeling is expectel to rule, The 
principal features of the linseed oil and cotton 
oil markets are treated in our editorial col- 
umns, 


The linseed oil market remains in the same 
position as formerly, with 62@64c as the steady 
range of prices for city domestic or Calcutta 
seed oils. There seems to be considerable 
speculation as to the size of the seed crop, 
and more attention is being directed to that 
subject probably than to any other in the 
trade, as the near future is made uncer- 
tain by the lack of information on 
that point. Contracts for Calcutta and 
South American seed are being made, it 
is claimed, to arrive about the time tbat 
new domestic seed is placed on the market 
There seems to be no scarcity of either Rus- 
sian, South Amefican, Bombay or Calcutta 
seed inthe European markets, although the 
late arrivals are much less than at the same 
date of the two previous years. 

The cotton oil market cannot stand two or 
three weeks of prosperity without losing 
ground subsequently, as a more lifeless market 
is seldom found than now exists, and the sit- 
uation makes a strange contrast with the ac- 
tivity only one short week ago. The buying 
element is absent and the machinery of the 
market is taking a rest. This may 
be prolonged into the seconc week of next 
month as very little business is expected 
around the July holiday which will probably 
be extended two days by most of the houses, 
Crude oil has received no inquiry that re- 
sulted in anything for six days, and holders of 
prime quality are not disposed to quote until 
a bona fide bid is made which means business. 
They appear certain of realizing better fig- 


ures later on and seem indifferent. It is 
stated, however, that 82Q3244c will 
purchase prime crude, although views 


of holders were previously 33@34c, ac- 
cording to quantity. The small available 
supply will no doubt be a strong argument in 
sustaining prices. The lower grades of crude 
are offering freely as usual, and the stock is 
well distributed. Values are irregular, and 
range between 27@30c. The only business 
doing in that line isat the primary markets 
for Western account. Prime summer yellow 
is still in the rut of inactivity, which has 
characterized that article for some weeks, 
and while no late transactions have occurred 
to determine actual values, it is believed 
that 36}4¢c would not be shaded, as holders 
are apparentiy firm in their views at that, not- 
withstanding the apathy so noticeable in the 
ranks of buyers. Holders are of the opinion 
that the future will bring better tigures and 
are willing to pay storage rather than release 
stocks ata decline. Off culor refined oils are 
also having a quiet time after the sensitive 
feeling last week, and the schedule of prices 
remains unchanged owing to the light busi- 
ness, The grades mentioned had a good op- 
portunity of being better appreciated a few 
days since when the liberal export orders 
were filled, but when buyers went out of the 
market there was no occasion’ for 
enhanced values, and some holders 
have since manifested disappointment over 
the favorable chances which were so near and 
yet so far from realization. Sales on sample 
of the lower refined grades aggregate only 500 
bbisin lots, against 3,500 bbis this time last 
week. The late business was exclusively for 
domestic consumption, and the figures paid 
were 31}4@33c,the latter for a fair grade of oil. 
These figures still rule. The movement of 
winter oils is light and the figures realized are 


within the range of 44@19c, according to 
brand,

The only new feature in the cocoanut oil 
market is the advance of Cochin oil to 64gc on 
spot, owing to the French bark Meridien from 
Covhin, for New York, arriving at St. Helena, 
May 25, seriously damaged. She has partly 
discharged a cargo of Cochin oil, and its ar- 
rival at this port is made very uncertain: 
Ceylon oil is on a steady basis as ueual at for- 
mer quotations of 6@6}éc on spot, with little 
business passing. 

Olive oil has a tendency to advance, al- 
though Malaga and Messina oils are still offer- 
ing at 80@82c, according to holder. In Leg- 
horu the market is very firm, and it is thought 
likely that prices may advance considerably, 
owing tv the reduction of the stock and the 
unfavorable crop prospects. In some dis- 
tricts the crop is reported very promising, 
and thus the trade is being served, as usual, 
with contradictory statements from the chief 
operators on the other side, who are evidently 
trying to work the markets of the world 
for their own benefit. The stock of oil in 
store is light, as importers generally restr.ct 
importations during the heated term on ac- 
count of leakage. The opinion that prices in 
foreign markets would decline has also cur 
tailed orders to Europe, and the result may 
be an exhaustion of supplies here. We have 
sales of 65 bbis in lots within the range given, 
and a few other transactions below 80c for oil 
not considered prime. 





Animal and Fish Olis. 

@The trouble in this department of trade 
seems to be overproduction. There is too 
much grease for the wheels cf commerce and 
the surplus is keeping down prices and in- 
creasing competition to the detriment of 
holders. Business is moving with slow pro- 
gress, for the reason probably that buyers 
expect the apparent depression to continue, 
and are filling wants only as needed. There 
being no improvement in lard as the leading 
staple and barometer of prices for kind.ed 
articles, no change for the better can be ex- 
pected in the latter. Lard oil is quoted at 50c 
for cold pressed prime city, but 49c will buy 
some brands on the market. 


Elaine and saponified oils are reported com- 
paratively scarce on account of lessened pro- 
duction at this season of the year, and values 
are better, especially for elaine, as will be 
geen by reference to quotations elsewhere. 
This class of oils is the only one on the entire 
list showing an improvemeut. 

Menhaden oil has been offering during tne 
week at 23i¢c. for good merchantable and 150 
bbls. changed hands at 23}4@24c. with these 
figures still quoted, Strictly prime oil would 
command 25c. but it will not be obtainable 
from the new crop until later in the season. 





Fishing is reported poor. The food fishermen 
report that the swordfish are scarce on the 
coast this season on account of the scarcity of 
bait such as menhaden. There is no kind of 
fish to speak of for the swordfish to feed on, 
having been off the coast on account of the 
cold water, and this is accepted as showing the 
scarcity of menhaden. 


The alleged menhaden syndicate has made 
no progress since our last, and while there are 
persons who believe that efforts are still being 
made to control the industry, there are others 
who declare that the syndicate business has 
collapsed for lack of support. The other ar- 
rapgements referred to last week are not 
completed. 

Seal oil has been coming to this market in 
small lots, and the aggregate stock is now 
stated gto be 150 bbls, with more to arrive. 
The holders decline to quote a price, for the 
reason that the oil is not on the market. The 
nominal value is about 45c per gallon. Seal 
oil has not been an active article here for 
some years, and the market had been entirely 
bare of supplies for some time, until the 
arrivals noted above. The supposition is that 
an effort will be made to have New York as 
the general depot. 

The crude sperm oil market has been steady 
during the past week with sales of 450 bbls for 
manufacture on private terms. The market 
at the close is firm. 

The crude whale oil market has also been 
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quiet with a sale of 100 bbis southen for manu- 
facture on private terms. Holdersare firm. 

The whalebone market is inactive but steady 
at previous rates. The total stock is distri.

Wax, Lard, Tallow, Etc. 

Paraffine wax and spermaceti are unchang« d 
in price. The latter has no export inquiry at 
the moment. 

Paraffine candles have been advanced ic, 
per lb., owing to the change made in the price 
of wax some weeks ago. 

The lard market bas remained on a quiet 
basis for some days, and fiuctuations have 
been unimportant. Cash lard is quoted at

Spurious Colocynth. 


At a recent public sale of drugs, in London, 
a small case of a drug imported from Bombay 
was offered as colocynth and sold at ld per Ib. 
As there were only about 70 lbs. of toe article, 
says the Chemist and Cruggist, the investment 
was not a ruinous one to the purchaser; but 
so far as regards the purposes to which colo- 
cynth is applied his bargain is absolutely val- 
ueless. The fruit, which is not at all like col- 
ocynth, is about the size of a large walnut; it 
has a brownish outer shell and an exceedingly 
bard inner one, which encloses wne single 
seed, rich in oil. The fruit has been identified 
as Balanites Roxburghia, N. O. Simarubace; 
the plant which yields it is a small one, and 
grows plentifully in Indie, in Egypt, and in 
Senegambia and other countries on the West 
Coast of Africa. The oil which is contained 
in the seed is known to the natives of the 
African West Coast by the name of zachun 
oil; the young fruits, like bael, are purgative, 
and edible when ripe. The purchaser of the 
parcel, who will possibly be ata loss what to 
do with his treasure, may be grateful to us 
for informing him that the West African 
negroes are in the habit of making a popular 
intoxicating drink out of the fruit.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, June 24, 1890, 

The week under review has been the dullest 
in the history of the petroleum exchange. But 
New York is not alone,the western markets also 
showing a lack of speculative interest that is 
very discouraging to those who depend on 
trading in oil for their income. The total 
transactions of the week have often been ex- 
ceeded in a single hour during times of specu- 
lative activity and the sales on all the ex- 
changes added do not exceed a fair day’s 
business for one exchange. The causes have 
been discussed heretofore, and these have not 
changed, but still exert their baneful influ- 
ence. There is, however, a feeling of distrust 
on the part of the professional traders 
which has tended to still further 
restrict speculative trading. There is 
very little to encourage operators on 
tbe short side and the dangers menacing these 
are such as to cause them to withdraw alto- 
gether or venture deals only on the most lim- 
ited scale. As a rule itis the bear operator 
who makes a lively market, although 
bull combinations have undoubtedly 
brought about some of the most 
important movements and changes, and 
the sbsence of this element has a withering 
effect on the speeulative market. Under these 
conditions it ia not a matter for wonder that 
the variations in the price bave been within 
very narrow limits. The course of the market 
under existing conditions may be regarded as 
being indicative of the strength of the general 
situation, the price receding but little not- 
withstanding the utter lack of speculative in- 
terest. The statistical position is daily grow- 
ing in strength, the deliveries exceeding the 
runs at the rate of nearly or quite 12,000 bbis. 
per day. Thisin itself, in the absence of any 
important developments in the producing 
fields, should cause an advance, but it seems 
that courage has left the operators on the 
long side. The only important news from the 
region has been the report of further changes 
in the ownership of producing territory, and 
this is variously regarded as of bullish or 
bearish Omen according to the predilections 
of those discussing the matter. Most operators 
take a hopeful view of the sitvation and look 
for early improvement in speculative trading, 
though others regard an early return of active 
trading as highly improbable. A change 
in the opposite direction is scarcely possible. 
The transactions during the past week show 
a decrease from those of the previous week, 
the sales footing up 394,000 bbis against 
747,000 bbls for the preceding week. The 
clearances of the local exchange amounted 
to 720,000 bbls, against 1,436,000 bbis during 
the preceding week. The total clearances 
reported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 3,456,000 bbls, against 4,823,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was recordedon Thursday, 
when 913gc was reached. The lowest point 
of the week was 8%c, and was touched on 
Monday. The opening price last Wednes- 
day was %}4c, and the close this evening was 
at 89}¢c, showing a loss of 34c as the result of 
the week’s trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 23¢c. 


Wednesday, June 18. 


There were evidences of more strength this 
morning although there was no increase in 
interest. The first sale was made at 9034c, but 
as the bidding was slow 4c was dropped, some 
one being ready to sell and not caring to wait 
preferred to sacrifice the fraction. This ap- 
parent weakening was followed by asharp 
turn upward, brought about by a little spurt 
in bidding which was probably induced by re- 
portsof more interest in the Western ex- 
changes. Under this movement the price ad- 
vanced to 95gc. From this the variation was 
slight until late in the afternoon, in fact 
there was scarcely enough business done to 
effect changes. Late in the day there were 
reports to the effect that Pittsburg operators 
were selling,but their offerings were promptly 
accepted by Bradford dealers, which prevent- 
eda break that otherwise might have fol- 
lowed, as neither Oil City or New York ap- 
peared ready to take much oil. A few offer- 
ings during the latter part of the afternoon 
caused a weakening and the market closed at 
gc, which made a loss for the day of gc 
while the extent of the variations was only 
ec. The sales amounted to only 57,000 bbls. 
The news from the producing fields was unim- 
portant, showing no change in the general 
situation and no new strikes of consequence,

Thursday, June 19. 

While there was no increase in the attend- 
ance about the bull ring this morning it was 
patent that a greater degree of confidence 


was entertained, and although tbe bidding was 
not spirited there were very few who cared to 
sell, except at a material advance. The open- 
ing sale was made at 903gc and this was also the 
lowest of the day, dealers requiring oil being 
compelled toadvance their bids. It was ex- 
pected that as the price reached 9lc there 
would be an increase in the offerings, but to- 
ward noon reports came of fair buying at the 
improved figures in the Oil City and Bradford 
exchanges which tended tostiffen the views of 
the operators here. The highest price reached 
was 9134, after which the market eased off, and 
as the result of a few offers to sell dropped be. 
low 9lc, but again firmed up, the market 
closing strong but dull at 91c, making a gain 
for the day of 5¢e under a range to quotations 
of lc. Trading was light throughout, resulting 
in asles of only £2,000 bbls. The Snee No. l,on 
the Murrin farm, Murrinsville, commenced 
flowing and averaged 60 bbis per hour. His 
No. 6, on the Mortland farm, is on top of the 
sand and is showing for a good well. The 
Wolf, on the Mabold, is on top of the sand and 
has lost tools. In the Butler field the Phillip 
No. 6, on the Douthet farm, Glade run, struck 
the pay streak and started off at a rate of 5 
bbis perhour. J.8. Pattersun’s No. 4 on the 
Edwin Young farm, isin the sand with good 
picspects. This location is 60 rods east of the 
erstwhile Hundred-foot gusher on the Dam- 
bach farm. The well made a six inch flow 
when only a few inches in the pay streak. The 
Patterson Nos. 6 and 7 are still making 15 
inches per hour. The old Lockwood well is 
making 25 bbisaday.

The market opened very strong at 915gc, a 
gain of 3¢c over yesterday's closing figure, 
but there were few who would pay so much, 
and although holders gave way a little, there 
was little in the way of business accomplished.

There was no change in the situation 
to cause the break, which may be attributed 
to selling efforts.

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Religion and Petroleum. 


The present month has been a great one for 
the operators in the Chartiers oil field. The 
fine weather has dried up the roads, and, as a 
result, oil well supplies, which could not be 
taken to the field during the wet weather, are 
now arriving daily in large quantities. Yes- 
terday a reporter visited Pittsburg’s nearest 
oil field, and on the journey out the road was 
lined with a procession of wagons containing 
supplies. Thousands of feet of pipe and lum- 
ber are going out daily, and matters present a 
lively and exciting scene in the field. Many 
speculators from the city are on the ground 
daily watching operations, while hundreds of 
men are at work drilling wells, hoisting der- 
ricks and watching the fleld. The Chartiers 
field is located about two miles back in the 
country from the town of Chartiers on the 
Pittsburg and Lake Erie Railroad, and is four 
miles from Pittsburg. It is centrally located, 
being on the line of the Pittsburg, Chartiers 
and Youghiogheny road. The development 
of this field has been wonderful. The big 
Arbuckle gusher, which was the first drilled 
in the new section, is located about two miles 
from the present point of operations. There 
are at present 40 wells being drilled, and of 
these about 15 have so far been productive of 
oil. The capacity of the field, judging from 
the wells that have been brought in, is K0 
barrels per well. After the Arbuckle well 
was struck there was much excitement, 
and, James O’Brien having caught the 


oll fever, concluded to try his luck 
Accordingly, he put up a rig two 
miles below the Arbuckle well. The rig was 


erected on the side of the bank near the 
Chartier’s creek, directly opposite Duff's’ sta- 
tion on the P.,C.& Y. The neighboring farmers 
and others laughed at him and considered his 
undertaking afoily. Mr. O’Brien to-day has 
a bank account which runs into the thou- 
sands and his well is now called and has been 
ever since the big strike **O’Brien’s Folly.” It 
has been three months since O’Brien’s well 
came in and it is still going at a good rate. 

Of all the remarkable incidents during the 
present oil excitement there is one which is 
deserving of much prominence. Forty years 
ago Rev. W. A. Passavant, D. D., now editor 
of a Pittsburg religious paper known as the 
Workman, was called to West Chartiers to take 
hold of a new Lutheran congregation. This 
church was, and is yet, known as the Mt. Cal- 
vary Lutheran church. The membership 
was not very heavy, and ever since its organi- 
zation the members have earnestly strived to 
support the church. Rey. J. Q Waters is, and 
has been, pastor of the church for a number 
of years and at present there are sixty mem- 
bers who worship in the old-fashioned white 
building on the hillside. When the excite- 
ment struck Chartiers, the Elko oil compauy 
obtained a lease on the church property and 
started to drill. A $600 bonus was given the 
church and also a one-fourth interest in the 
oil. A well was drilled near the parsonage 
and three weeks ago it came in as a 5UU barrel 
aday gusher. It is now doing UU barrels per 
day and is considered one of the best in the 
field. It was located a few hundred yards 
above “O'Brien's Folly.” Naturally the curi- 
osity of persons led them to ask what is e lit- 
tle congregation like Mt. Calvary going to do 
with all the money it is making? This ques- 
tion is best answered by Rev. Mr. Waters, the 
pastor, who in an article in last week’s Work- 
man, under the head “Ecclesiastical Oil 
Wells,” says: 

A recent number of the Lutheran Observer 
eontains a clipping from a New York paper 
referring to a prospective oil well located on 
the grounds connected with the manse of the 
Presbyterian church of Forest Grove, Allegha- 
ny county, Pa. Since then several good wells 
have been struck on these grounds, from 
which the church is receiving a royalty aggre- 
gating $100 a day. 

About five miles from the Forest Grove 
church and the same distance from this city 
(Pitteburg) stands Mt. Calvary Lutheran 
church, of which Rev. J. Q. Waters is pastor 
This church is surrounded by beautiful ceme- 
tary grounds, with a glebe adjoining on which 
the parsonage stands, About two months ago 
this giebe (about two acres) was leased for oil 
purposes. Three weeks ago the first oil well 
was completed and started off with a produc- 
tion of twenty barrels an hour, and has been 
flowing steadily ever since. The church, in 
addition to the cash bonus of $600, receives a 
royalty of one-fourth, which, from this well 
alone has averaged, to date, over $100 per day. 
Another well is being drilled on the same 
grounds, and a third one will 800n follow. 
These are certainly the palmy days of old Mt. 
Calvary’s financial prosperity, and pastor and 
people feel devoutly thankful to God for 
these means 80 providentially piaced in their 
hands by which important aud necesstry 

changes and improvements are made possible 
and the efficiency and usefniness of the church 
are increased. May the Lord who has gra- 
ciously enabled the peonle to find this “t) eas- 
ure hid in the field,” give them grace also to 
utilize itin such a way as will redound to His 
glory and the advancement of His kingdom 
onearth. The increase of God’s gifts are al- 
ways accompanied by increased responsibili- 
ties and obligations. 

The Mt. Calvary people doubtless realize 
this, and whilst they are glad and thankful 
as they have good reason to be, they recog. 
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nize the fact that they are stewards of the 
Lord’s bounty, and are not in the least dan- 
ger of abusing the trust committed to them. 
The talent God has given them will be sacred- 
ly employed, and the whole community as 
well as the congregation, will partake of the 
benefits. Although the oil itself is not holy 
oil—like that spoken of in the Scriptures: set 
apart to holy uses—the income from it will 
nevertheless be consecrated to evangelical 
enterprises. Hence the first well on the 
church grounds has been named after the 
church, “the Mt. Calvary well.” It is churchly 
in name and design. 

In the same spirit one of the wells of the 
Forest Grove church has been called “Old 
Hundred.” This name, however, was sug- 
gested by a revision of tne doxology, made by 
one of the drillers, who evidently has a poetic 
turn of mind. 

Notwithstanding the convictions of some to 
the contrary, oil, even when found on church 
property, must be regardéd as one of God’s 
good gifts, which is to be received with 
thanksgiving and employed in His service. 

Rev. Mr. Waters, in speaking to a reporter 
about the matter, said: ‘Well, the congrega- 
tion has asked for plans from city architects 
for the erection of anew church. My salary 
has also been raised and a new parsonage is 
also contemplated. I am loth to have a new 
parsonage built on any spot except where the 
present one is. You see it is ina beautiful 
place, surrounded by a fine plat of land and 
affords a panoramic view of Alleghany City. 
Two more rigs are being put up on our prop- 
erty and a third one is contemplated. There 
is one thing sure, the congregation will help 
the synod to which we belong. This field is 
certainly a remarkable one and has caused a 
great boom hereabouts.” 


Dave Spence, one of the leading bosses at 
Anderson & Depuy’s is another speculator. 
His well is now doing ninety barrels per day, 
while the Beck Oil Company’s weil is 
making 125 barrels. O’Brien’s Nos, 2 and 8 are 
also doing from 90 to 150 barrels per day. Fred 
Lauringer, who has made a study of the field, 
8 also deeply interested in the field transac- 
tions. He can never be found in his big 
store at Chartiers lately. He remains on the 
field from moruing until night and is very 
enthusiastic about the outlook. He is now 
putting the casing in his weil which is located 
near the big Mt. Calvary gusher. 

All in all, Chartiers is carried by oil exeite- 
ment and for the time being matters are cer 
tainly exciting enough for the residents who 
in their dreams at night imagine they see 
Dame Fortune floating o’er their heads and 
loaded down with bags of gold.—Pitttburg 
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and Silk Dyers.

The general chemical trade continues to be 
of satisfactory volume for the season, the 
movement, however, being almost wholly of 
the small lots required for present consump- 
tion. The tone of the market on the whole is 
steady and we find no very important price 
changes to note, The heavy goods remain 
quiet, but prices are gradually hard- 
ening» under the influence of advices 
from the other side. Our regular cor- 
respondents, Messrs. J. P. Brunner & 
Co., write from Liverpool on the 11th inst.: 
“Since our last, the principal feature in heavy 
chemicals bas been caustic soda, which has 
been in active demand, and the market is 
practically cleared for this month. There is 
not much actual business passing in soda ash, 
although some fair inquiries are reported for 
special brands. Nearest values are caustic 
ash 144@134d, and carbash 144@1%, according 
to brands. Soda crystals arein good request 
and prices are dearer, £3 2s 64@3 5e., now rep- 
resenting nearest spot values, At the end of 
last week an active demand for caustic soda 
set in, and in 70% a larg> business has been 
done. At the end of last week, some sales 
were made as low as £7 17s 6d, since which, 
prices have advanced, and £8 5s has been paid, 
while there is now practically nothing to be 
had for June delivery, For July, 70% 
has been sold at £8 2% 6d@8 Se, 
and Se per ton advance is asked 
at the close. Sixty per cent has been sold at 
£7@7 56, and nothing is now to be had at 
under the higher figure, while in some cases 
£7 10s is asked. Seventy-four per cent has ad- 
vanced to £8 15e@9, and is very scarce. For 
76%, £9 156@10 is now quoted. Bleaching pow- 
der is still flat, and £5 is about the spot quo- 
tation. Chlorate of potash is moving off at 
44d up to 434d per BD, according to make. 
Bicarb soda is in small compass, and held tor 
£5 lig per ton and upwards for one cwt kegs, 
according to brand and quantity, with usual 
allowances for larger packages. 

“Since writing the above, sales of 74% caus- 
ticsoda have been made for July-August de- 
liv.ry at £8 16s, while £9 is now asked, and 
thére are no sellers for June delivery. For 
60s the price has been advanced to £7 10s." 


Heavy Chemicais. 

The stoppage of work by the glass factories 
has had a depressing effect upon the alkalies, 
80 far as the demand is concerned, but prices 
keep up and are gradually ascending. The 
prospects are favorable fur a steady upward 
movement, as stocks of ail descriptions are 
light on the spot, while prices in the primary 
marketare advancing. This is particularly 
true of caustic soda which is held at much 

igher prices in Liverpool owing to the short 
supplies and increased demand. Messrs. Peter 
R. McQuie & Co., of Liverpool, in their letter 
of June 13th say that they understand the 
prospects of the Chemica! Union, or federa- 
tion scheme, show further improvement, and 
that the makers certainly appear more confi- 
dent of success. 


Carbonated soda ash. of Liverpool make, 
hassold only in a small way the past week, 
the requirements of consumption at this 
season being limited. Nevertheless, holders 
continue to display a good deal of confidence, 
as there is po prospect of a break in the pri- 
mary market, and supplies here are circum- 
scribed. For 48 per cent. 1 40@1 45c is still the 
Tange of quotations, according to brand and 
Quantity, but it is doubtful if contracts for 
forward delivery would be made at these fig- 
ures, Fifty-eight per cent. is extremely 
sarce on the spot, but not being wanted to 
any extent is quoted nominally at 1 5w@ 
1 56340. 

Caustic ash is dull and negiected and prices 
are entirely nominal. There is no call for 
spot stock and we have heard of no business 
in forward contracts. About 1 40@1 45c for 
48 per cent. and 1 50c for high test represent 
current prices, 

Ammonia soda ash isin about the same po- 
sition as old process alkali, though it receives 
posibly a little mure attention than the lat- 
-— Business, however, is confined entirely 

© small lots for current consumption, ang 










































until the giass makers come into the market 
for their fall supplies, there is little prospect 
of an increase in the volume of trade. Deal- 
ers are not attempting to force business as 
they are pretty closely sold up. Prices con- 
sequently are firmly maintained at 1 40@I 45c 
for 48% and 1 45@1 50c for high test as to quan- 
tity. At the close there was a little more in- 
quiry for forward delivery but no sales of 
consequence were reported. 

Salt cake is unchanged. There is little or no 
demand at the moment and prices are nomi- 
nal at 5744@62c for the best American makes 
and 65@70c for English as to quantity and 
brand. 

Caustic soda is the most interesting article 
on the list at present, owing to the upward 
movement of values in the primary market. 
Although the arrivals here have been quite 
free during the week, there is little stock 
available for prompt deliverv, as most of 
the good; received is deliverable upon con- 
tracts. The advancing tendency of the 
market fails to stimulate the demand to any 
extent, buyers apparently believing tha’ a 
change in their favor will occur before thuy 
are forced by the necessities of consumption 
to come into the market. On the other hand, 
when any business is done, and it is invariably 
in small lote, dealers succeed in getting a 
slight advance over previous prices. Since 
our last we have heard of sales of 400 drums, 
70@iisx, at 2 55@2 60c, but it is doubtful if any- 
thing can now be obtained under 2 60c, and in 
some cases 2 624¢c is demanded. Sixty per 
cent remains quiet but firm at 2 75c in large 
lotsa, to arrive, and 2 824@2 87}4c in smaller 
quantities. 


Sal soda is a shade higher and has met with 
a little more demand, sales Leing reported of 
250 casks at 95@97igc, the closing quotations 
being 9734@1 05c, as to quantity and brand. 

Bleaching powder is still tending downward 
and the market is extremely dull. A few 
small sales of Liverpool brands have been 
made during the week at’125@1 27%%c, but 
there are no large buyers in the market. In 
some cases 1 35@1 37}4c is demanded, but we 
have heard of no business at such prices. 


Acids. 

Acetic Acid—There have been no further 
items of interest and the market will probably 
continue without special feature until the an- 
ticipated dissolution of the combination on 
July 1. The demand has been fair, but by no 
means excessive, and has been mainly of the 
jobbing description. 


Muriatic and Nitric acids have found a fair 
outlet for the season, but prices show no signs 
of steadying, owing to the continued keen 
competition between the interests. Nothing 
of fresh interest has transpired. 


Oxalic acid.—The demand continues to show 
signs of abating, and only a moderate busines 
has been done during the week. Values have 
been stationary and the market is without 
fresh features. 


Sulphuric Acid—The market has been mode- 
rately satisfactory as regards the demand, but 
not so as to prices, which are being indiscrimi 
nately cut, as has been the case for some 
months, it being stated that oil of vitriol has 
been sold considerably under 8c. As usual, 
there are no end of rumors regarding the 
Cnemical Company, but a careful canvass 
fa led to develop anything tangible, although 
the near future may develop something of an 
interesting nature. 

Tartaric Acid—There has been a very fair 
demand for epot acid, and quite some business 
has been done ina jobbioug way. Prices show 
no change and the market has been devoid of 
special features. 


Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of Lime has been ruling steady with 
the call for stocks fairly satisfactory, though 
no special trading has been indulged in. 

Blue Vitriol. The ordinary jobbing demand 
has prevailed during the interval and prices 
are still quoted at 544@it4c. according to the 
quantity desired.The addition of a new maker 
is about the only item of special interest at 
the moment and the effect of this new pro- 
duct on prices is watched with interest. 


Brimstone. Recent advices from the pri- 
mary market state that the price of the arti- 
cle is maintained,but that freights are some- 
what easier and this probably accounts for the 
weaker feeling for July and August ship- 
ments. Notwithstanding that the statistical 
position of the article is very strong, we hear 
of offers to supply best unmixed seconds for 
that shipment at $20.87}, and seconds at $20.

Alizarine Gray.~The Department is in re- 
ceipt of a letter, submitting the appeal of 
Messrs. J. Movius & Son from assessment of 
duty, at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem, 
on certain alizarine gray, imperted by them, 
and claimed to be exempt from duty, either 
directly or by assimilation, as “alizarine, nat- 
ural or artificial,” under T. I., 505, as “acids 
weed for manufacturing purposes,” under 
T. I., 504, as “madder, * * * ground or 
prepared, and extracts of,”’ under T. I., 547, or 
as“indigo and artificial indigo,” under T, I., 
$37, or to be dutiable at the rate of 25 per cent. 
ad valorem asa “color,” under T. I., #7, or as 
a “chemical compound,” under T. I., 92. 

The appraiser reports that the article in 
question is a color or dyestuff probably de- 
rived from coal-tar, and analogous in charac- 
ter to the “alizarine orange” and “alizarine 
blue,” which were the subject of the Depart- 
ment’s decisions of June 6, 1886 (Synopsis 6956), 
and December 2, 1886 (Synopsis 7892), and held 
to be dutiable at the rate ef 35 per cent. ad 
valorem, under the provision in T. I., 82, for 
“all coal-tar colors or dyes, by whatever name 
known." 

The assessment of duty being in accordance 
with said decisions, is affirmed.

to decide ceement them. "He states that in (ABSOLUTELY PURE.) 
view of the conflicting evidence, he is unable 
to reach a satisfactory conclusion, and re- 
quests that a general appraiser be sent to 
consider the case. 

In reply, he is informed that the Depart- 
ment sees no occasion for complying with the 
request, the general appraiser having no 
authority or jurisdiction in such cases, inas- 
much as the statute above mentioned pre- 
scribes the manner in which such re-appraise- 
ments are to be determined, that is, by the 
collector, who decides between the two mer- 
chant appraisers; in other words, in such 
cases, where the two merchant appraisers 
disagree, the statute constitutes the collector 
the re-appraising hoard, and he alone can tind 
the dutiable value of the merchandise. 

The submitting of such cases to a general 
appraiser, and making him, practically, the 
deciding arbitrator, would, in the opioion of 
the Department, render such a re-appraise- 
ment illegal and void. 

Bleaching Liquid.—The Department re- 
ceived a letter, transmitting the appeals of 
Messrs. Firth & Foster Brothers, from a de- 
cision assessing duty, at the rate of 25 per 
cent. ad valorem, on certain so-called “*bleach- 
ing liquid,” imported by them. 

The appellants claim that the merchandise 
in question isexempt from duty by assimila- 
tion to the “chloride of lime or bleaching 
powder" mentioned in the free list (T. I., 618). 

From a report, dated the 21st ultimo, of the 
United States appraiser at New York, as well 
as from the statement of the appraiser at 
Philadelphia, it appears that said merchandise 
consists of a weak solution of peroxide of 
bydrogen in water; that it is not similar to 


bleaching powder either in material or qual- 
ity, being similar to such powder only as to 
some uses to which it may be applied, and 
that both apeeateore concur in the opinion 
that the said bleaching liquid is a chemical 
compound fully covered by the provisions of

TUESDAY EVENING, June 27, 1890, 

The present is aseasen ia which the general 
market for dyes and dyestuffs shows little 
change from week to week, and buyers simply 
supply their actual and pressing needs and 
the attitude of the market during the interval 
since we last wrote has demonstrated that the 
usual tendency will undoubtedly prevail, and 
but little may be expected in the way of fresh 
features until the advent of the early fall sea- 
son. Values have been altered but slightly 
and there has been an almost total absence of 
interesting items, while trading in the major- 
ity of instances has been of the small jobbing 
kind, 

Aniline Colors—With values unchanged, the 
market cannot be said to have altered in any 
particular from a week ago. The oil and salts 
have remained steady and the feeling has been 
more or less reflected on the market for 
colors. A fair demand has _ prevailed 
but it has been supplied without comment, 
not being out of the ordinary. No specially 
new colors bave been put upon the market of 
late. 

Alizarine bas been unchanged and is selling 
in the usual jobbing way at low figures, so 
low in fact that there is not a pound of 
French sent to this market, at the present 
time, the Englishand German being the only 
qualities imported. The makers of the French 
acticle prefer the home market to this one, at 
the prices now ruling, No new features have 
transpired during the week. 

Albumen—The market has continued with- 
out animation, but little trading having been 
accomplished since we last wrote. Values are 
nominally unchanged and there has been 
nothing transpiring likely to affect the har- 
ket in any particular. 

Bicbromate of Potash—A quiet and strictly 
jobbing business has transpired during the 
week, and there has been a noticeable absence 
of features. Values have ruled steady, being 
wholly uachanged. Bichromate of Soda—Has 
been in a like position, with the current de- 
mand small and unimportant. 

Cutch—A firm tone continues to prevail, 
and while a sale of about 700 bales, outside 
brands, is reported ata trifle under 64c, Dia- 
mond §. M. is being quoted firm at this figure. 
The above transaction, it is said, about clears 
up all the outside lots in the market. There 
ure also reported sales of 2.0 bales Diamond S. 
M. at p.t. The market, 1s without fresh inter- 
est and in ail probability the situation will 
continue as at present for some little time. 
Nothing of particular importance has come to 
band from the foreign market. 

Divi Divi—The market continues without 
hfe as regards trading, values still being 
quoted firm, in consequence of light stocks. 
Inquiry concerning the recent exports of

Cinchona and Quinine in Bengal. 


The twenty-seventh annual report of the 
government cinchona plantation and factory 
in British Sikkim, covers the year 1888-89. It 
was prepared by Surgeon G. King, M. B., L. L. 
D., F. R. S., Superintendent of the Royal Bo- 
tanical Garden, Calcutta, and of cinchona 
cultivation in Bengal, and Officiating Govern- 
ment Quinologist. The report is exhaustive 
and is of particular interest at this time in 
view of the position of cinchona bark and 
quinine in Europe and America. Itis intro- 
duced witha review of the weather condi- 
tions and these effects upon the trees, the pro- 
longed drouth of the earlier part of the sea- 
son being trivial in comparison with the dam- 
age done by a violent hail storm which occur- 
red toward the end of the official year. This 
s:orm destroyed many young plants, which 
had just been uncovered in the nurseri¢s, in 
order that they might be hardened off prior 
to transplantation. Even the larger trees in 
the plantation were injured, their leaves being 
torn to shreds and their smaller branches cut 
and scarred. 

During the year, 395,003 trees either died or 
were uprooted tor the sake of their bark. On 
the other hand, 353,730 trees were planted out. 
The renewals were thus slightly less numerous 
than the losses; but as the newly planted trees 
are ail yellow barks which yield only quinine, 
whereas those uprooted were red barks, yield- 
ingamixture of quinine with cinchoninine 
and cinchonine, the alkaloidal value of the 
plantation has been very considerably in- 
creased, The plantations now containa total 
of 4,810,231 cinchona trees, of which nearly 
two-thirds are yielders of pure quinine. Seven 
years ago the proportion of pure quirine 
yielders was but as one tofour. The conver- 
sion of the plantation has therefore gone on 
pretty rapidly. 

The crop harvested during the year was the 
largest we have ever taken, continues Dr. 
King. It consisted of 207,460 pounds of red 
bark, 128,770 pounds of ledgeriana, and 36,570 
pounds of other sorts, giving a total of 373,- 
100 pounds, Of this total, 293,750 pounds were 
taken from the old plantation, 67,740 pounds 
from the younger one at Sittong, and 11,610 
pounds from ,the youngest of all the Rung- 
jung plantation in Bhootan. If the crop of 
the past year be added to those of previous 
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years, the grand total of yield of these planta- 
tions since their beginning is brought up to 
4,351,478 pounds of dry bark. During the year 
1,88 pounds were supplied on indent, or sold 
togovernment institutions, the restof the 
crop being made over to the factory as usual. 

Against the expenditure there was harvest- 
eda bark crop of 883,100 pounds of dry bark, 
the cost per pound of which was, therefore, 
as near a8 may be, 3 annas, 1°333 pies per 
pound. 

For the factory the sum of R30,025 was the 
pudget allotment for the year; but, as stated 
in the last paragraph, it was found necessary 
toaskfor a transfer of thesum of R11,v00 
from the plantation. The actual allotment 
thus stood at R41,025; but of this only R37,304- 
15-6 were spent, a saving being effected of 
R3,720-0-6. The factory expenditure was 
swelled to this unusually large sum by the 
cost of providing the stock of fusel and kero- 
sene Oils required for working the new process 
for manufacturing quinine. A considerable 
expenditure was also incurred in new machin- 
ery forthe same process. The outturn for 
the past year was 8,575 pounds, in the propor- 
tions of 2,191 pounds of sulphate of quinine 
and 6,384 pounds of cinchona febrifuge. If 
the price of the raw material be added to the 
factory expenditure, the total cost of the out- 
turn is seen to be as follows:

In vther words, the outturn cost, as near as 
may be, R12-10-8°08 per pound. The new oil 
process has been in use for the manufacture 
ofsulphate of quinine during the year, and 
noless than 2,191 pounds of that drug have 
been prepared by it. Arrangements have also 
been made for its application during the cur- 
rent year to the manufacture of cinchona 
febrifuge. Up tothe year under review, the 
new process can scarcely be said to have been 
used On a manufacturing scale. But the 
production of 2,191 pounds is sufficiently large 
to entitle it to be fairly considered as a manu- 
facturing experiment. This enlarged experi- 
ence of the working of the process only in- 
creases Our confidence init. It works without 
asingle hitch; the bark is entirely exhausted 
of the whole of its alkaloid; and the quinine 
produced is professionally reported to be as 
pure in quality aud as satisfactory in appear- 
ance as quinine of the best European brands. 
The total issues for the year were 6,178 pounds 
of febrifuge, 28144 pounds of crystalline febri- 
fuge and 1,283 pounds of quinine. 

The'total issues of the previous year were 
7.8314 pounds of febrifuge (common and 
crystalline), and 25744 of quinine. There was 
thus during the year a covsiderable falling off 
in the issue of febrifuge. But this is hardly to 
be wondered at when the extraordinarily 
cheap price of quinine in the open market is 
considered. 

The amount of bark in stock at the end of 
the year was 359,720 pounds, which has been 
valued at the cost price per pound of the 
year’s crop. The other manufactured pro- 
ducts have been taken at their cost price, and 
the chemicals and stores at their actual value. 
The total value of stock, calculated in this 
way, stands at R1,10,699-10-8, 
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Collecting the figures above given, the 
financial result of the year’s working is seen 
to be a profit of R27,843-15-9. 

This shows a net profit on the transactions 
of the year of R27,843-15-9—a result which, in 
the face ot the unprevedentedly low prices 
for cinchona products which have ruled dur- 
ing the year, may, I trust, be considered as 
financially satisfactory. The chief cause of 
the extraordinarily low priee which has for 
some time ruled for cinchona bark, and as a 
consequence for quinine and the other cin- 
chona alkaloids, is the imu:ense exportation 
of bark from Ceylon. When coffee, which for 
a long time was the staple production of 
Ceylon, began some years ago to fail because 
of a disease which attacked the coffee tree, 
cinchona was largely substituted by the 
planters of that colony for the failing 
staple. And some idea of the ex- 
tent to which this was done may be 
gathered from the following figures. During 
the year ending 30th September 1880 (using 
round numbers), one and a quarter million 
pounds of cinchona bark were exported from 
Ceylon to London. During the year 1883-84 
the quantity rose to eleven millions, and the 
following year the quantity was about the 
same. During 1885-86, fifteen million pounds, 
and during 1886-87, fourteen million pounds 
were exported. In 1887-85 the quantity fell to 
eleven millions, and during the current year 
it is expected to show a further fall. The ex- 
planation of all this is simply that, when cin- 
chona began to fall from diseases and depre- 
ciation in quality, the Ceylon planters turned 
their attention to tea-planting with such en- 
ergy that they cut down their cinchona trees 
to make way for tea bushes; and, not being 
able to hold their bark, they were obliged to 
force it on the London market, to be sold for 
what it would fetch. The result has been an 
enormous fall in price, bark having been 
freely ootainable in London for several years 
past at prices considerably below the cost of 
production; and quinine having, as a cense- 
quence, fallen to a figure far below anything 
previously heard of. The exportation of bark 
from Java has also greatly increased of late 
years. South American bark, which a few 
years ago was our only source of quinine, has 
practically been driven out of the market. 
And the world has thus been drawing its sup- 
plies of quinine for some time past, chiefly 
from bark grown in Britishand Dutch colonies 
in Asia. The efforts of the Governments of 
Great Britain and Holland, to secure for their 
tropical subjects a cheap remedy for the com 


monest of all tropical diseases, have thns cul- 
minated ina more triumphant success than 
was ever anticipated. But this state of affairs 
cannot last much longer. Ceylon planters 
will not go on planting cinchona trees to sell 
their product ata loss. Asa matter of fact, 
planting has already ceased; and exportations 
are beginning to diminish. And, in the course 
of a year or two, the price of cinchona pro- 
ducts must rise. The invention of the new 
oil process of Messrs. Wood and Gammie, and 
the free publication of it by Government, will 
no doubt contribute materially to maintain- 
ing them permanently below the rates which 
have been hitherto considered as normal 
prices, because this invention makes it possi- 
ble for any intelligent planter to make quin- 
ine on his own estate. From the general de- 
pression of the cinchona industry, the gov- 
ernment estate could not hope to escape; and 
from a commercial point of view, the past 
year has not been so good as many previous 
years when prices were high. But inasmuch 
as quinine has been materially cheapened (and 
thus put more within reach of the masses), 
the result is, I think, gratifying. 

The crop of bark for the coming year will 
be regulated by the demand for quinine and 
febrifuge. And, as by the new process of man- 
ufacture a much larger outturn of alkaloid is 
obtained from ths bark, the annual draft in 
the plantation for raw material should now 
begin to diminish.
